Colonel McClure's Discoveries

AMr. McClure comes back from  his
southern trip very much impressed by
the fact that the sentiment of the while
population is so much more tolerant of
the negro there than here, and that he is
s0 much better ofi’ there in every way.
It is strange indesd that here, where a
political parly has, s chief part of its
capital. its pretended devotion to the in-
terest of the negro and denunciation of
the Southern people as his oppressor, the
fact is thal many of the avenues of labor
are closid to him while there ull are
open. This is not a new discovery that
Colonel MeClure makes, and it should
nol. be a surprise Lo him, or any one, for
it has often beentold.  Probably it will
be told many times more before it is
actually realized, for il (akes very
long to instruel 2 people  against
their preconceptions and prejudices ;
nothing could more clearly prove
this than this proof we now have that
Col. MeClure and nearly all his readers
are really surprised to hear what every
person well informed about the South
has known to be a fact for many years.
Col. MeClure has great expeetations of
the South.and they are well justified ; but
in considering the probable rapidily of
the growth of its cotton manufacturing
interests he naturally becomes somewhat
too enthusiastic. Ile believes that ten
years will sce the chief seat of this man-
factwme in the Soutl, where the staple
grows and the water power ex-
ists, and the climate is mild
and the soil fertile. We had a like
conception ten vears ago after a trip
through Georgiaand the Carolinas. Many
mills have since been built there, but
still the Northern mills are able 1o com-
pete with them. There are other ele-
ments to be considered in the cost of
manufacture beside the transportation
of the raw waterial and the cheapness of
power ; and the North has to offset the
South’s advantages, a greater abundance
of skilled labor and nearness ton market
for the manufactured products, The
last especially controls the situation
now. As long as the market of the
goods made is in the North, obviously it
does not matter greatly whether the cot-
ton or the cotton goods are trans-
ported North. If it costs more

The plan was to sell the stock in smail
quantities to farmers, the stockholders to
have the privilege of purchasing at cost.

{ cern.  The company started in 1572 with a
! capital of §30,000, having paid $20,000 for
l a manufactory. The financial erash of the
| following year erippled them, and owinyg

areatly in order to manufacture in large
gquantities and compete with other manu-
facturers.

The New York Market Last Week—Trade
Notes. .

U.S. Tobacco Journal.

The leaf market has uever been charac-
terized by any activity during Christmas
and New Year weeks, and the week about
to close has been no exception. Sales of
any significance have not been reported,
and even of the few small immediate
supply transactions, very little has been
heard. The late extensive failures in the
trade have also tended to make our mar-
ket dull.

Those who have bought *80 Connecticut
and New York state are secmingly in high
glee over their bargains. They claim that
in the "S0 Pennsylvania, Ohio and Wiscon-
sin there is solittle good stock that manu-
facturers will be compelled to fall back
upon their stock—viz., the '80 Conueceti-
cut and New York state. To some extent
they are justified in wmaking this elaim ;
but we fear thatall the better grades of
the Ohio, Pennsylvania and Wisconsin
will be offered under the name of "80 Con-
vecticut and New York state ; and as all
the crops aggrezate nearly 275,000 cases,
and as the chances for export during the
next year are very slim. we can but repeat
that to pay high prices for new crops, es-
pecially the 80 Pennsylvania, will be an
extra-hazardous investment.
